GAS AS A WAR WEAPON. 
:: Admiral Sims, whose recent statem ent 


about poison gRS has attracted attention, 
has

more deeply in commenting upon the re­ 
marks of certain newspapers which were 
Unfavorably impressed 
by 
w hat he had 
said. 
W hat he said was that “if the United 
States were attacked by a great coalition of 
powers and it became apparent that our 
country would be defeated and this defeat 
could be avoided by the use of gas, there is 
no doubt that 
gas 
would 
be used.” 
A l­ 
though this was certainly true, Sims was re­ 
buked by some new spaper critics who were 
shocked at his talking in this fashion just 
after the United 
States 
had 
signed an 
agreem ent with 
other 
nations not to use 
gas. 
In discussing the subject further the ad­ 
miral takes up a different phase of it. “The 
bad reputation given to gas by allied propa­ 
ganda during the war,” he says, “has im­ 
planted in the American mind entirely false 
Ideas as to the value of gas as a weapon. 
The public believes from this propaganda 
that gas causes unnecessary suffering and 
a higher number of casualties, including 
civilians. All the official information on the 
subject entirely disproves this. The casual­ 
ties from gas were only one 
twelfth as 
great as those from other weapons, and 
there were no cripples from gas.” 
'To accept this 
as 
wholly 
true is very 
much more difficult 
than 
to 
accept the 
truth of the admiral's statement that in a 
desperate emergency gas would be used re­ 
gardless of the paper agreements prohibit­ 
ing its use. 
If Sims is correct, then the war 
time outcry 
against the German em ploy­ 
ment of gas in Flanders and France was ut­ 
terly unwarranted and the good name of 
the Imperial German army has been un­ 
justly blackened. 
Moreover, if Sims is cor­ 
rect, then the proceedings of the W ashing­ 
ton conference, at which the conferring na­ 
tions pledged them selves not to use gas 
against each other because it was a bar­ 
barious and 
shockingly cruel 
weapon of 
¥*%r, were not only waste of time, but also 
an exam ple of monumental hypocracy. 
One cannot help suspecting that Admiral 
Sims, unconsciously, of course, is yielding to 


a temptation which besets many naval and 
military specialists. 
They are so impressed 
by the efficiency of gas as a war weapon 
that they rebel against any restriction of its 
use and go to unwarranted lengths in argu­ 
ing for its retention as a legalized agency 
of warfare. 


A CABINET SHAKE-UP SOON?

cludes a cabinet shake-up. 
This, it is said, 
will follow* the announcement by the presi­ 
dent of the recommendations of W alter F. 
Brown for reorganizing 
the 
government 
executive departments, 
and 
according to 
current reports, the most important feature 
of the shake-up will be the transfer of the 
forestry service and perhaps the bureau of 
markets from the department of agricul­ 
ture to the department of the interior. It is 
stated in some dispatches from W ashington 
that if these forecasts 
are fulfilled Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture W allace will resign. 
Mr. W allace has opposed the proposed 
changes which have been sought insistently 
by Secretary of the Interior Fall. 
If the 
Brown report backs Fall and has, as is ex­ 
pected, the approval of the president, it 
would not be at all surprising if W allace 
should make up his mind that he can no 
longer be of service in the cabinet. 
There 
is probably more than a little truth in the 
stories that have been coming from W ash­ 
ington hinting that Mr. W allace was not 
having a very happy time of it. 
A “farm 
bloc” man him self and a real progressive, 
the atmosphere of official W ashington at 
present must often oppress and depress 
him.

W henever he wants to say 
anything in French he thinks it out first in 
English and then picks out the correspond­ 
ing French words, guessts at their gender, 
arranges them in the foreign order, and 
sets his speech organs so as to approximate 
their pronunciation. 
W henever he w*ants 
to put anything into kilograms he has to 
think of it in tons and then multiply by 
907.18. 
But as the French children come natur­ 
ally into a heritage of French idioms and 
metric measures so our children take natur­ 
ally to the new* ideas of science, if they have 
a chance at them directly without being put 
through the cruder conceptions of former 
days of ignorance. 
The idea of an electron 
stream is much easier to grasp than the old 
two-fluid theory of electricity that our el­ 
ders were brought up on.

the situation.

would study carefully the text of the 
executives' reply and that expected 
from the labor leaders’ meeting in 
Chicago, before reaching a decision. 
The tone of the replies and the cir­

The parade, in w'hich members of 
the shop crafts, their wives, moth­ 
ers and sisters, as well 
as a large 
number of children took part, led by 
the Second Regiment band, left the 
Labor Temple 
about 
7:30 o’clock, 
traversing the business section, and 
countermarching from Broadway and 
Ohio to the court house square. 
A 
number of banners wete carried by 
both the craftsmen, a n i the women's 
division, some of them reading: “No 
money for the bonus, 
but a lot of 
money for the troops.” “We are with 
you until you win and will keep the 
home fires burning,” carried by the 
women. 
“Why treat us like convicts 
we need no United States marshals.” 
“We got our promise from the front 
porch, but we can’t get a handout 
from the back door,” and many oth­ 
ers. 
As the parade passed 
down 
th® 
Btreet the sidewalks were thronged 
with people, but scarcely 
a 
sound 
was heard, the spectators 
watching 
W'ith keen interest, 
but 
refraining 
from 
any 
comments 
whatsoever. 
During the speaking the same quiet­ 
ness prevailed, and at the close 
of 
the meeting the crowd quickly 
dis­ 
persed, the whole affair, one of the 
largest ever held in the city, having 
carrid on in splendid order. 
Mr. Wood, in his talk, stated that 
the lack of labor men in the politi­ 
cal field has been the cause of much 
suffering in the last 50 years, and de 
d ared that at the present time the 
majority of candidates seeking office 
were opposed to the labor movement. 
“The present strike,” the speaker 
said, “is one of 
the greatest and 
most far reaching industrial strikes 
that has occurred in the history 
of 
the nation, and is a battle for democ­ 
racy and freedom. 
On the outcome 
depends w'hether the workmen will 
enjoy freedom, or the unions will be 
set back 20 or 30 years.” 
“The beginning of the 
present 
struggle,” he said, “wras during the 
war when many of the labor 
men 
were overseas, and the General Man­ 
agers Association, Railroad Associat­ 
io n s, and others were planning the 
open shop raovement.The 
men 
in 
the strike have demonstrated 
they 
have the 
courage to protect their 
families and their freedom, and the 
walkout came as one of the greatest 
surprises to the officials.” 
Mr. Wood flayed President Hard­ 
ing and Governor Hyde, the former 
for sanctioning the sending of feder­ 
al marshals to points where strikes 
were effective, and the latter for cal­ 
ling state troops to serve as guards. 
In his address, Mr. Woods mentioned 
particularly the sending 
of guards­ 
men to New Franklin on the M. K. 
& T., and Poplar Bluff on the Iron 
Mountain line of the Missouri Paci­ 
fic. 
He voiced strongly disapproval of 
such action and asserted

bill in the interest of his investments 
in Europe. 
Following the demand that Frank 
A. Munsey be investigated in rela­ 
tion to his connection with the tariff, 
Senator Gooding demanded that the 
senate 
should 
investigate 
the St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat 
and 
other 
newspapers, which he said were most 
critical of the pending tariff legisla­ 
tion. 
Asserting that Mr. Munsey had in­ 
terests in steel plants, mines, glass 
factories, 
pottery 
plants, 
woolen 
mills, sixteen beet 
sugar 
factories 
and other industrial institutions in 
foreign lands, Senator Gooding de­ 
clared it wras “not hard to understand 
Mr. Munsey has turned his hounds 
loose on those senators who are try­ 
ing to 
protect 
American 
industry 
and American labor.” 
“Nor is it strange that he has sin­ 
gled out the members of the tariff 
bloc of the senate,” 
he 
continued, 
“for without the steadying influence 
of the tariff bloc 
this 
propaganda 
that has been going on by Munsey, 
Goldman and the international bank­ 
ers and their kind, would have defeat­ 
ed any attempt to pass a protective 
tariff measure at this session. 
“So I say to Mr. Munsey and his 
hounds, let them come on. 
I will 
take my chances w ith the American 
farmer, the American manufacturer, 
the American laborer and the Amer­ 
ican people, regardless of what occu­ 
pation they follow, while he hobnobs 
with royalty and exploits the poorly 
paid labor or Europe.” 
“While we are investigating Mr. 
Munsey,” Senator Gooding continued,

such as the Boston Herald, and those 
which it advertises as its ussociates 
in the plan to sell America to Euro­ 
pean manufacturers and merchants.

The report was presented bv Sena­ 
tor Ladd, Republican, North Dakota, 
in behalf of the Ford proponents on 
the 
committee 
whose 
signatures 
were attached. It estimated that the 
government had 
lost $3,000,000 
at 
Muscle Shoals since the Armistice, 
by failure to develop and operate the 
project, and declared the quickest 
way to stop these “losses 
is to ac­ 
cept Henry Ford’s offer for the pur­ 
chase and lease of the government’s 
Muscle Shoals properties.” 
“Certain objections 
to the 
Ford 
offer seem apparent,” 
the report 
said, “but we insist without fear oC 
successful contradiction that none oC 
the objections to the Ford offer can 
be remedied or solved 
by 
govern­ 
ment ownership and 
operation—by 
the government going into the power 
business or entering the uncharted 
and hazardous field of operating ni­ 
trate plants at Muscle Shoals in the 
production of nitrogenous and other 
commercial fertilizers using electro 
chemical processes, the commercial 
success of which is yet 
controver­ 
sial. 
“For Congress to adopt such a pol­ 
icy when Henry Ford’s offer makes 
it unnecessary for 
the government 
to do so,” It continued, “would sub­ 
ject Congress to the just condemna­ 
tion and reproach of all sober-mind­ 
ed people.” 
The belief was expressed that ev­ 
ery member of 
the Senate 
would 
agree with the committee 
minority 
with reference to the acceptance oil 
Mr. Ford’s proposal when they con­ 
sider the “present fuel and transpor­

“If the Ford propsal is not to be 
supported on the grounds 
of

Referring to the relationship claim 
ed between Muscle Shoals develop­ 
ment and the fuel and transporta­ 
tion emergencies, the report said: 
“No electrified railway and no in­ 
dustry served by water power 
can 
suffer suspension on account of 
a 
fuel supply, 
because 
hydroelectric 
power, both in Its 
production 
and 
distribution, is practically free of all 
labor troubles. 
Fuel and transpor­ 
tation are the big national problems 
which 
now ^{.stress 
our 
people. 
Muscle Shoals, w’lth the Ford offer 
accepted, may furnish an opportun­ 
ity for the Senate to discover how 
such fuel and transportation emer­ 
gencies can be 
at least 
in part, 
avoided in the future.” 
The report compared in detail the 
T^add and Norris bills pending in the 
Senate. 
The Ford offer as represent 
ed by the Ladd bill, the report said, 
"takes the government out of 
the 
fertilizer and power business” while 
the Nebraska member’s bill ’ set the 
government up In the fertilizer and 
power business.” 
The Norris proposal 
requires di­ 
rect appropriation by Congress 
of 
$64,OOO,OOO, without including any es­ 
timate for the proposed dams in the 
upper Tennessee River, "with no 
guaranteed return of either the prin­ 
cipal or interest on same,” it 
was 
said. 
On the other hand, the report 
argued. Muscle Shoals could be de­ 
veloped by Mr. Ford under the Ladd 
bill, by a government bond issue, if 
desired, "as the interest and sinking 
fund payments made by Mr. 
Ford 
will meet interest on such bonds and 
retire them at the end of lease per­ 
iod. except during 
the 
short 
con­ 
struction and power loading period.” 
"E /en those of us w*ho are in favor 
of government ownership and opera­ 
tion." said the report, "must concede 
that the Muscle Shoals case is one 
fraught with the gravest danger 
of 
heavy losses if the government un­ 
dertakes to w*ork out the fertilizer 
problem there. 
No advocate of gov­ 
ernm ent ownership

The dangers and the dif­ 
ficulties. many of them 
specialized 
and technical, involving problems in

Mexican rebels when they approach­ 
ed a band of troops without certain 
knowledge that the troops were their 
own men, according to a letter of a 
former Joplin young 
man 
now em-1 
ployed by an oil company in Mexico. I 
Gorezabe and his lieutenant, Car­ 
leton Burkhardt wrote 
his 
father, 
George Burkhardt of Joplin, were ap­ 
proaching Solidod, Mexico, recently, 
j waving at troops from their ship, and 
found that the soldiers ashore were 
feedral troops, the letter says. 
“On the boat he was boasting of 
his exploits and telling of his 
big I 
army which would be at the landing” 
writes the younger Burkhardt of Gor­ 
ezabe. 
“Arriving he saw a gang of 
soldiers and both he and 
the adju­ 
tant got up and waved. Approaching j 
closer, Gorezabe and his lieutenant i 
opened fire and then jumped into the 
water, but the soldiers got him with 
three bullets. 
The adjutant had 
50 
bulits in him and the boat was rid­ 
dled. 
“Thus ended the latest revolution 
in Mexico.” 
“Revolutions” 
in the 
vicinity in 
which young Burkhardt is employed 
occur so frequently that It is diffi- j 
cult to keep posted on the current 
military affairs of the district,

writes. To his father lie recommends 
that the best way of reading Mexi­ 
can revolution news which reaches 
the United States is not to believe 
that which he reads and “then for­ 
get it.”

They went back obediently, but con- j 
trary to orders they were in a hurry, 
although they did not show it.

the camp Gorezabe introduced him­ 
self and his lieutenant, ‘The Yaqui’ j 
and demanded 15,000 pesos. 
When 
told there was not that much money 
about, he was a 
bit 
provoked, but 
sent a letter to Tampico demanding 
the money and explained that, fail* | 
Ing to receive it in a specified time, 
the Americans would suffer. 
“It was this letter that caused all 
the excitement and worry. Outgoing 
reports said that we were held in the 
mountains as hostages. As a matter 
of tact we were comfortable in our 
beds at night and minus nothing but 
22 head of stock with 
saddles and 
pack saddles. Gorezabe was our con­ 
tented guent, always a polite 
and 
contented general. 
Gorezabe and Yaqui left a day or 
so later when federal troops got too 
close to comfort, Burkhardt wrote.

“Prior to the enactment of the stat­ 
ute entitled ‘An Act to Prevent the Cruel 
and Improper Tretment 
of Cattle,’ intro­ 
duced in England in July, 1822, by the late 
highly esteemed Mr. Martin, the general 
treatment of animals in all countries of the 
w orld was inhuman,” says the report.

all question progress has been made and is 
being made. 
One of the most interesting 
chapter in Mr. Bok’s autobiography was 
that in which he told the story of the fight 
in which he w'as a leader for the protection 
of the herons in this country against the vil­ 
lainous egret hunters.

EAST AFRICA, Aug. 4.—The toot 
of a single motor horn has been 
found sufficient, in Africa, to quiet 
stampede oxen and cause a trio of 
flesh-hunting lions to slink awray 
into the bushes. 
Two native drivers were recently 
conducting a wagon drawn by 16 
oxen to the railroad camp, in the 
wilds near Nakuru, the site of the 
new Basin Gishu railroad, when the 
spans were attacked by three lions. 
The drivers fled to nearby trees. 
The oxen became panic stricken and 
dashed down the rough road, drag­ 
ging along the body of one ox, 
killed by the lions, with the sway­ 
ing wagon behind them.

It was pointed out that any ship 
canal from Lake Michigan south to 
the Gulf of Mexico 
would 
require 
more water than

could at present supply.

keeps the canal full of water. And 
Lake Michigan, he said, is shrinking. 
Since the government began to keep 
records, the surface of the lake has 
been lowered several inches.

a century ago the lake was said to 
be slightly less than 620 feet above 
the surface of the Atlantic 
ocean 
and is now said lo be 
little more 
than 618 feet above the 
Atlantic.

In view* of 
the fact that the clearing away of the 
debris of the old city and temple and 
the erection of the new temple would 
take a long time, an altar was erected 
where sacrifice might be offered at 
once unto God. 
I. 
The Foundation of the Temple 
Laid (3:8-13). 
This was an auspicious occasion and 
was celebrated with most impressive 
ceremonies. 
It marked an epoch in 
the history of the nation. It brought 
most vividly to them their bitter ex­ 
periences in the dark past, and yet 
pointed them forward to the time of 
blessing when God’s favor would be 
upon them again. 
1. The priests In their apparel (v. 
IO). 
In Exodus 39 the priestly gar­ 
ments are described. These garments 
symbolized their consecration to the 
Lord’s service. 
2. The priests with trumpets (v. IO). 
These trumpets were of silver and 
were used in calling the people to­ 
gether. 
3. The Levltes with cymbals (v. IO). 
These were to furnish the Instrumental 
music of the sanctuary. This was ac­ 
cording to the arrangement made by 
Du via (I Chron. 15:10-21). 
4. 
They sang together by course 
(v. ll) . 
This means that they sang 
to one another responsively. The one 
company sang, “The Lord Is Good” ; 
the other responded, “For His mercy 
endureth forever.” 
5. 
Mingled weeping and shouting 
( tv. 12-13). 
Some of the older men 
who had seen the magnificent and 
glorious temple of Solomon, which had 


been destroyed, wept much when they 
saw how* far short the present founda­ 
tion came of the former temple. Oth­ 
ers were glad of the favor of God 
which had brought them back and that 
a beginning had been made in the new 
house of worship. 
II. The Building of the Temple Hin­ 
dered (Ch. 4). 
The three perils which put back tho 
building of the temple for some four­ 
teen year* reveal the persistent meth­ 
ods which the enemy uses to hinder 
the constructive building programs of 
God’s people in every age. 
1. An unintelligent pessimism (3:12), 
It was no credit to “priests, Levites 
and chief of the fathers” to mar this 
glorious occasion with weeping.

Many 
today, because things are not quite 
what they should be, do not go for­ 
ward with a constructive program, and 
even hinder those who have the hope­ 
ful outlook.

The people were united In this build­ 
ing and came together upon its com­ 
pletion and solemnly dedicated it to 
God.
